port says that “ austerity** will continue and will get worse 
instead of better. 
Still more significant, the economic survey indicates 
no turning point, ho objective to which the government 
could fight its way and then ease the growing restrictions. 
What faces the British people is rising prices, in 
creasing scarcities, and frozen wages. Belts will have to 
keep on tightening till they break. 
I he Socialist government does not, of course, say 
that this bleak future is due to the incapacity of the Social 
istic administrators to meet and overcome the economic 
problems of the times. Nettier do they concede that St* 
cialism is a snare and a delusion, proven unworkable every 
time it has been attempted. On the contrary, they saddle 
all the blame for their shortcomings on a convenient neap* 
goat— Stalin. 
But the big question is whether this is going to fool 
the British people. 
I he truth is right under their noses. 
lf ti ley don’t see the facts, it is because they don I want t o 
— not because they are not plain enough. 
I he catch to Socialism is that it promises to do so 
much for the people that they no longer have any incentive 
to fend for themselves. Because the government tries to 
do so much, and I reran se the party in power wants to 
keep in power, the public staff grows and grows and 
grows.

Or it can do what the 
British government is now trying— can undertake to male 
its citizens submissively star\ < themselvt s and d< * Without 
Don't yon U* fooled, e\en if the Biitish .ire. \\ hat 
the British people are being asked to retrench for is not 
anything mysterious— it is for the simple purpose of sav 
ing enough money so that the Socialist government won t 
have to fire any of its favorites from their cushy govern­ 
ment jobs.
